To Keep Leg and Foot Feathers in Good 
Condition, 

It needs care to keep the feathers on the legs and feet of 
Cochins, Brahmas, and other feather-footed birds from 
breaking or wearing, or becoming “ragged.” A great 
deal depends on the run. On a hard, rough place the 
foot feathers will never be satisfactory, but with smooth- 
ness and softness under fovt the feathers will always 
be good. Heavily feathered feet are much more E i 
kept in condition than scantily furnished feet, « 
as much feather is the proper thing, attention should 
be devoted to breeding for it. Sand or very fine 

vel makes an excellent run for feather- footed 
Tin and very short grass is equally good. Saw- 
dust may be used, but ashes, unless in a very fine, 
owdery state, are bad, às rough sharp ashes cut the 
obere quiekly. In small, confined runs the sind, or 
whatever materin] is used, should be 4in. or more in 
depth, and it should always be kept loose om the surface. 
Cleanliness is very desirable in such places. When the 
droppings adhere to the feathers they soon cling together 
oat ‘orm a bard mat, and when in this state the feathers 
are more easily broken. For this reason fowls in confine- 
ment should have their feathers looked to occasionally, to 
ard against such accumulation. Apart from this there 
ig not any artificial way of keeping the feathers perfect, but 
in the kind of run we have indicated they will grow quiekly 
witheut much danger of being damaged. You should see 
that the holes used by the fowls to enter and leave their 
house are wide enough for them to pass without the 
feathers touching. 


Endives for Market. 


Growers who make a speciality of endive-growing for 
lifting to put under frames, sheds, and in glass-honses for 
blinehing for winter s Ming must now commence to get 
this crop on the way, says the Market Gardener. Of course, 
all endive-growers will have sown some long ere thi-. It 
will be well always to sow in succession from now to the 
end of July, planting ont these sowings ir succession as 
the ground becomes viesnt.
